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FORT MACPHERSON. 

T. A. St-phea, G. P. Phillips and 
J. S. Grose arrived on Sunday last 
from Fort Macpherson, Peel river, far 
within the Arctic Circle, and within 
100 miles of the Arctic Ocean. They 
left Fort Macpherson on July 23rd by 
H. B. Co. steamer Wrigley. Reached 
Smith portage on Aug. llth. Left 
Smith by steamer Graham on Aug. 
15th and reached McMurray on Aug. 
19th. From McMurray they came in 
a canoe with a crew of four Indians 
and were 14 days in reaching the 
Landing. 

Mr. Stephen left Edmonton in Aug- 
ust last with the Stephen-Howey 
party bound for the Yukon. Mr. 
Grose left in January last for Peace 
River with the Brown-Morse party, 
and in the spring went down the Peace 
and Mackenzie. Mr. Phillips left on 
May 28th and travelled by H. B. 
steamer from McMurrry, reaching 
Macphersoa on July 21st. 

Mr. Stephen spent the greater part 
of the winter at Fort Nelson,on Nel- 
son river,and reached Fort Macpherson 
from there on June 6th. The Segers 
party, cf Edmonton, which had win- 
tered at Macpherson, had left some 


time before, going up Rat river with a | into winter quarters. 
large scow. They found they were |of the Nelson Atkinson 


too heavily loaded for the force they 
had and had come back to Fort Mac- 
pherson and hired five Indians. They 
had icft Macpherson on June 4th, so 
Stephen did not see them. The Lang- 
worthy party reached Macpherson a 
day before Stephen. A Duluth party 
which left Edmonton last fall got in 
about the same time. After that 
boats were arriving every day. 

Two boats which left the Landing 
on April 26th reached Macpherson on 
June 24th. These were the first boats 
which left Edmonton this spring to 
reach Macpherson. One of the boats 
was manned by two Scotchmen nam- 
ed respectively, Milne and Gill. They 
had sold their supplies at good prices 
at Fort Chipewyan and Smith, and 
took the trail across the portage to 
La Pierre’s House on the Porcupine. 
The best time from Edmonton was 


nt and shallow water. The first 
os miles of this stiff current is the 
worst. The portages from the Rat 
river to Bell river are short and easy. 
In high water not more than 500 
yards in all, for canoes. Of course 
the larger the boat and the lower 
the stage of water the longer the 
portage. <A road 35 miles long would 
connect easy water on each side of the 
summit, and the nature of the coun- 
try is such that there would be no 
serious difficulty in making a road. 


Some of the parties who crossed 
over the divide intended to prospect 
the upper waters of the Porcupine. 

Taking up Mr. Stephen’s exper- 
iences of last fall : The Stephen, Jen- 
ner and Graham parties left Simpson 
to take the Liard route on Sept. 18th, 
‘97. The Shand and Pelly parties 
were ahead and Purches and Filadeau 
left afterwards. The ine _— 
fairl tracking from Fort Simp- 
to A sat in ar enter. About 30 
miles above Simpson a stretch of 
rapids begins. These rapids extend 
for about ten miles and are very stiff 
to track up. It is a question whether 
a steamer could line up or not. Above 
the rapids the tracking is very good 
to Fort Liard. Above that point the 
current is stronger up to the mouth 
of the Nelson, and still stronger from 
there to the foot of the rapids at Hell 
gate. The Stephen and Jenner parties 
combined at Simpson to track up the 
river and had a flat boat 45 feet long 
by 11 feet wide, with about seven 
tons of cargo, and nine men. In the 
rapids they doubled with the Graham 
party. Purches and Filadeau only 
reached a point six miles below Fort 
Liard when they were compelled to go 
At the mouth 
and De 
Wolf, of the Shand party, were passed 
preparing to go into winter quarters. 
The Stephen, Jenner and Graham 
parties were stopped by running ice

| on October 25th, at the mouth of

river, about twenty miles 
Nelson. 
Shand and Velgue were preparing to 
winter there. Wright and Pelly, two 
sons of Mr. Camsell and Dan Carey

fifteen miles further up. The river 
did not finally close until Oct. 30th. 


After going into winter quarters 
the parties divided in their opinions 
as to their plan of campaign. All de- 
cided to push on during the winter 
except Stephen, Howey, Fred and 
Hal Jenner and Shaefer and Weeks 
of the Jenner party. Pelly, Wright, 
the two Camsell’s, D. Carey and son, 
Lee, Gibney, Woodward, Graham, 


made by a party of four Edmonton | Shreves, McNeely, Ballam, Shand, 


men, two named Lamoureaux and two 
named Lemire. They left the Land- 
ing on May 10th and reached Mac- 
pherson on June 27th. They had sold 
out their supplies to the Roman 
Catholic mission at the mouth of Red 
river and took the trail across the 
portage. The Segers party, four men 
of the Langworthy party, Holmes and 
Rouse, of the Fresno party and Waski, 
of the Chicago party, the Jenner 
party, ; Knickerbocker and Bellevieu, 
of the Duluth party, Israel Lamour- 
eux and A C. Brabant, of Edmonton, 
the Montreal party of seven, which 
had b en jvined by Campbell Young, 
of Edmonton, Purches and Filadeau, 
of Edmonton, Joseph Bain, J. Lowrie, 
of Winnipeg; Scherow, of Rossland ; 
J. V. McLean and Pieroni, of the 
Warmoltz Chicago party; H. Anthony 
and J. Hlorsefall and wife crossed 
over by the Rat river route before 
Mr. Stephen left. Some of the parties 
after starting up the Rat river and 
finding the work difficult, splitup, in 
some cases some of the members of 
the party and in others the whole 
patty, coming back and taking the 
trail across the portage, getting rid of 
much of their supplies and hiring 
Indians to pack the remainder across, 
a four days trip. Milvain, of Pincher 
Creek; Kennedy, of Montreal; Gco. 
Esh and Wishart, of Duluth; W. 
Macdonald, of Edmonton; Meody and 
Smith, of Fresno, California; three of 
the Pembroke party; Graham and 
Bond took the trail across the portage. 
Many of the later arrivals came with 
the intention vf prospecting the Peel 
and did not attempt to cross over to 
the Porcupine. Most of the parties 
leaving Edmonton this season had 
reached Macpherson before the Wrig- 
ley left. Peel 1iver, near Macpherson, 
does not offer much opportunity for 
prospecting as it, being near the delta of 
the Mackenzie, the gravel is over- 
Jaid with a depth of mud. An ex- 
penenced prospector who sunk through 
the mud to gravel told Mr. Stephen 
that he was well enough satisfied with 
the prospect to remain on the Peel for 
the season. The Indians at Macpher- 
son had a fat time while the prospec- 
tors were making their way across. 
Such prices for carrying had never 
been known and what the prospector 
could not get carriage for he gave 
away. There is no doubt that those 
who had boats not too large and who 
followed the river route got along 
best. McLean and Pieroni purchased 
an Indian boat, made of moose hide, 
at Macpherson and crossed over by 
Rat river in ten days. Another party, 
who had a large Peterborough canoe 
and who went across the poriage 
themselves, had Indians take the 
canoe around by water in three days. 
_ Mr. Stephen made a trip to the Rat 
river from Macpherson, although he 
had no intention of going through. 
He found slack water for about 
twenty miles from Peel river. Then 
about twenty miles of very stiff cur- 


| Velgue, Atkinson and De Wolf, all 


started to move their outfit up the 
Liard. They would haul asleigh load 
half a day’s march forward and return. 
By this mode they were making about | 
eight miles a week and were nearly 
three months in getting to the Devil's 
portage, about 50 miles. They start- 
ed the work the day after Christmas. 
After reaching the Devil's portage 
they gave up the idea of getting their 
stuff through by that means and left 
most of it, travelling on light from 
there in the hope of purchasing suffi- 
cient supplies at La Mountain’s post 
at the mouth of Black river, and at 
Sylvester’s post at the mouth of the 
Dease. By doing this they reached 
Pelly river on the snow as already 
stated in Mr. Lee’s letters from Dease 
post and Dawson. One man died and 
was left behind at Devil’s portage as 
already stated by Hal Jenner, but 
which of those who went forward 
was not known. Gibney and Ballam 
were drowned at Houle canon, on the 
Pelly. It is believed that all the rest 
got through safely to Dawson. 


Stephen and Howey determined to 
return to Edmonton by way of Nelson 
and Peace rivers. Howey had already 
made the attempt alone and had fail- 
ed as stated in a letter already pub- 
lished. This time they started with a 
train of five dogs, and two Indians 
with a train of three dogs and _reach- 
ed Fort Nelson in nine days from 
their camp on the Liard, at the mouth 
of the Beaver. On reaching Nelson 
they found that they could not get 
food there to supply their dogs further 
on the journey. Stepken was laid up 
with snow shoe sickness and scurvy. 
Howey decided to try the trip out to 
Peaee River alone hauling his own 
food, and to save food they shot two 
of their dogs. Stephen took the re- 
maining three dogs intending to re- 
turn to their camp on the Beaver, 
following the mail carrier to Foit 
Liard. <A short distance out it be- 
came apparent that the dogs could 
not make the trip and were shot to 
save food. Stephen returned to Nel- 
son alone, after a most trying exper- 
ience, Howey then started out on his 
proposed expedition to Peace River. 
The Indians reported that in the fall 
there were white men at some fishing 
lakes south of Nelson. Howey argued 
that these were traders from St. John 
and that if he could reach them he 
could get out as they had come in. 
He started out alone on Feb, &th 
hauling twenty days provisions. He 
was unable to find the fishing lakes 
and returned on March 3rd. He had 
found a tree upon which the names of 
four men had been cut, with the 
words “ Looking for the Liard.” These 
were Jack Graham and party who 
were reported to have reached the 
Liard last fall, and were the same as 
the Indians had reported at the fish- 
ing lakes, but as they had returned to 
St. John of course Howey could not 
find them. Howev left Nelson for 


the winter camp at the Beaver on 
March 7th, and a “* it in oo 
fourteen da auling his own su 
plies. Stephen remained at Nelson 
for the rest of the winter. 

The Nelson was clear of ice on 
April 11th, and the ground bare of 
snow. Stephen left on April 15th. 
McLeod, the H. B. Co. officer in 
charge, left on May 4th, and Lafferty, 
trader for E. Nagle left about May 
8th, and planted a patch of potatoes 
before leaving. When Stephen reach- 
ed the Liard it was still frozen and 
he was held there six days before the 
river cleared. He reached Fort Liard 
on April 28th. Howey came in to 
Liard on May 8th, with the remaind- 
er of the supplies that had been left 
at the winter camp. They reached 
Simpson on May 13th. 

Stephen left Simpson alone on May 
16th, and went down the Mackenzie 
to Peel river, following the ice. He 
stopped at the several H. Bb. forts 
passed to get information. He was 
informed that Pilom and party had 
wintered at the mouth of the Ne 
hanni, below Simpson, and during the 
winter had explored for a pass to the 
waters of the Yukon. He did not 
learn the definite result, except that 
while they believed the passage could 
be made they did not attempt it, anc 
went down to Peel river. 

It is generally understood that In 
dians have passed from the head of 
Gravel river, a large stream which 
puts into the Mackenzie from the 
west between Fort Wrigley and Nor- 
man, to the waters of the Yukon, but 
nothing is known of the practicability 
of the reute. There had also been 
travel by way of Rat river. It was 
pretty well established that it was 
possible to pass from the head of Peel 
river to the Stewart, and Mr. Stephen 
got several Indians to trace the route. 
Most of the prospectors who have 
gone up the: Peel intend to make 
this crossing. As already stated Mr. 
Stephen reached Macpherson on June 
6th. 

On the return trip Messrs. Howey, 
Thompson, Allan, Hart and Stephen, 
prospectors, took passage on the 
Wrigley. At Norman two more pros- 
pectors were taken on board. Two 
at Wrigley, one of whom was Chas. 
Griftin, of Edmonton, who was return- 
ing to Hay river. At Simpson three 
men were taken on including Major 
Johnson and two others. At Resolu- 
tion one man was taken on. His 
partner had been drowned by their 
boat being swamped in Great Slave 
lake. At Fort Smith Dr. Hoops, of 
the Helpman party and two others 
were taken on. The return trip was 
without special event.

PRINTING IN FRENCH, 

Replying to a question in the Ter- 
ritorial assembly Premier Haultain 
said: “Although the federal act does 
state that their ordinances shall be so 
printed, the government did not accept 
that as a direct command addressed to 
the government or assembly. - There 
was no practical necessity for printing 
the ordinances in French. The records 
show no demand for French editions. 
In the whole of the business of the 
government there had been only two 
applications for ordinances or assembly 
- records in French. The federal pro 
vision had been framed without any 
reference to the desires or opinions of 
the assembly, and the goverment failed 
to recognize it as their duty to carry it 
out. The duty was on the persons 
who created the necessity. If there 
was a legal or constitutional duty they 
might judge from the grants made by 
parliament that it had not been con- 
templated that it should be fulfilled, 
because he failed to find that parlia- 
ment made any provision for carrying 
it out. This government recognized 
no duty or legal obligation in the mat- 
ter; and as to print the consolidated 
ordinances in French would cost $4,000 
or $5,000, and would fill no well-de- 
fined public necessity, there was a very 
strong practical argument against hay- 
ing them so printed.”

Jas. H. Ross, speaking in the Ter- 
ritorial assembly regarding the inspec- 
tion of steam boilers, said: “The in- 
tention is to appoint only one or two 
inspectors for the whole Territories, in 
the place of having local inspectors in 
every district. It was believed that 
the number of boilers in the country 
lequiring regular inspection was be- 
tween 800 and 1,000. The fee to be 
charged for inspecting would, with 
that number, amply provide for the 
remuneration of one or two inspectors 
of best qualification. All that had 
been done this year under the ordinance 
was to p-ovide for the issue of certifi- 
cates tu engineers who could qualify, 
Mr. Ross said they had reason to be- 
lieve there was real need for regulation 
aud supervision relating to the operat- 
ing of steam boilers. A case had been 
brought to their attention where an 
untrained man operating a boiler and 
engine in a:mine where many men 
were working, had tied down his safety 
yalve with 47 pounds of scrap iron. 


Mr. Neff asked if inspection of boil- 
ers would be made this fall under the 
new regulation. Mr. Ross said that 
before inspectors could be appointed 
the assembly would have to make a 
vote for their salaries. He would not 
anticipate the estimates.

YUKON LIQUOR, 

The returns brought down to the 
Northwest assembly with information 
re the issue of Yukon liquor permits 
shows that by order-in-council of Dee. 
27, 1897, three classes of permits, were 
detined—(1) Individual permits, not to 
exceed 5 gallons, (2) Wholesale per- 
mits for importation, sales under which 
were not to be less than two gallons, 
and (3) Retailing permits, allowing the 
retailing of liquor to be consumed on 
the “permit” premises. The latter 
class of permits to be granted only by 
a board of commissioners appointed by 
the attorney-general or a person author- 
ized by the attoiney-general, such 
board to be empowered to make regu- 
lations governing the issue of such 
permits. The board to fix the fee for 
retailing permits at not less than $250 
nor more than $2,000. _Fee for whole- 
sale permits and individual permits 
was fixed at $1.00 a gallon, but on 
14th May, 1898, the orderin-council 
was amended and the fee raised to 
$2.00 a gallon. On 2Ist Mey, 1898, 
the follewing list cf wholesale permits 
was granted :

THE TRANSPORTATION QUESTION. 


Tribune, Winnipeg: To commun- 
ities organized under modern industrial 
and economic conditions the qnestion 
of transportation is of paramount im- 
portance. In some of the most ad- 
vanced and progressive of the states of 
the present day so clearly is this re- 
cognized that not only are the railways 
controlled, but they are owned and oper- 
ated by the states themselves. On this 
continent the attention of the public is 
being rapidly drawn to the anomaly 
involved in the ownership, and, toa 
large extent, uncontrolled admistration, 
of the means of public transportation 
by private corporations or individuals. 
In Canada even where public questions 
are unfortunately apt to be discussed 
in a spirit of crude opportunism and 
without much regard to what Mr. Fos- 
ter would call the “ basic prirciples” in- 
volved in the subjects under discussion, 
the economic aspect of the transporta- 
tion question is forcing itself on the 
public attention from the sheer neces- 
sities of the case. For it is being 
strikingly brought home to the people 
of Canada that if the government shall 
not control the transportation power, 
the transportation power will control 
the government.

GIRDON AVENGED. 
KHARTOUM TAKEN. 
THE MAHDI ESCAPES. 


The British forces under General Kitchen- 
er entered Omdurman, the capital of the 
Mahdi and on the opposite side of the river 
from Khartoum, on Tuesday, Sept. 2nd, at 
4p.m. The battle commenced at 7 a. m. 
The dervishes advanced from the city on 
the British position and occupied a front 
between three and four miles long. They 
numbered about 35,000 infantry and cavalry 
and fought with most desperate bravery, 
hut were destroyed by the rapid fire of the 
British forces. A body of 15,000 madea 
rpeciai attack on the Soudanese wing of the 
British force. They were brought under a 
cross fire by a reinforcement uf the Egyptian 
troops and were almost totally destroyed. 
The battle was over at 11:15, and the 
Mahdi, and Osman Digma, his principal 
general, were ia fall flight towards Korda- 
fan with only a few hundred followers. 
The British loss was about 200, among 
whom is Lieutenant Grenfell, a nephew of 
General Grenfell, and Capt. Caldecott. The 
loss of the Dervishes is estimated at 8.000, 


as they fought with the most desperate de- | 


termination. The British forces are camp- 
ed at Khorskambat, near the battle ground, 
but not close to it,for sanitary reasons. The 
British wounded are doing well and are 
being sent down the Nile. The British 
forces were about 8,000 British and 12,000 
Egyptiaus and Soudanese.
